WASHINGTON, Sept. 2 0 -T h e

breaks in Trieste, it waa announc­

The state departm ent said the 
American note, replying to com­ 
plaints over treatm ent of Yugo­ 
slav nationals in the U. 8 
lone 
of Trieste, was delivered in Bel­ 
grade

17 by Am bassador

C. 
Patterson, 
Jr. 
The 
British delivered a similar note at 
the sam e time. 
Accusing Belgrade of Inaccura­ 
cies and "wild exaggeration,” the 
American note charged th a t pro­ 
vocation by Yugoslav troops was 
"directly responsible for m any of 
the attacks upon Yugoelav persona 
and property of which the Yugo­ 
slav governm ent has complained.” 
While the Allied m ilitary auth­ 
orities will do ail they can to sup­ 
press these attacks, it m id, “the 
remedy for this situation lies large­ 
ly in the hands of the Yugoslav 
government itself ’*

COLUMBUS, Sept. 2 0 - Juvenile 
delinquency in Ohio last year wa* 
down 17 percent from the peak 
year of 1943, the annual report of 
the state bureau of Juvenile re­ 
search disclosed today. 
The Juvenile problem also im­ 
proved during the first half of this 
year with a decrease of 14 percent 
as compared with the first six 
months of 1945, according to State 
Research Sociologist Richard Alle­ 
man. 
The bureau's report abo reveal­ 
ed that In the overall picture for 
the last three years, tho girls’ de­ 
crease In juvenile delinquency was 
sharper than for the boys. 
"The decline of Juvenile delin­ 
quency from Its war-time high 
certainly can be attributed in some 
part to the return of soldier-fath- j 
era and mothers from defense plant 
Jobs,” Dr. Peris Simmons, chief 
psychologist at the state bureau, 
commented. 
The 1945 total for boys* cases as 
compared to the 1943 record num­ 
ber showed a decrease of lh per­ 
cent while the girls’ rases fell off 
42 percent. 
Total delinquency rases drop pc ' 
from 8,900 cases In the first half 
of 1945 to 7,679 cases during the 
same period this year, according to 
the bureau s report. 
Large and small counties had 
the same rate of decrease in total 
rases and boys* cases but girls' 
cases dropped more In small than In 
larger counties, it .vas stated. 
However, the decrease for the 
first half of this year was more 
pronounced In boys’ cases. 
Boys’ delinquency cases alone— 
which are the larger part of the 
total — amounted to 7,123 in the 
’ first half of 1945 and 6,054 in the 
same period this year, a decrease 
of 15 percent. 
Girls' delinquency eases drop­ 
ped from 1.777 cases for the first 
half of 1945 to 1,624 cases for the 
first six months of 1946, a drop of

DAYTON, O., Sept. 20—An artl 
; ficial leg activated by impulses 
from the brain was one of the 
goals of German experim ents dur­ 
ing the war, an Air M ateriel Com­ 
mand intelligence team at W right 
Field announced here today. 
One of the m any "physic-m ech­ 
anical” experim ents of the Aero- | 
nautical Research Institute of Mu- i 
nich, the leg used electro-m echani­ 
cal devices wired to the severed 
nerve endings, intelligence officials 
said. 
Interrogation of German scien­ 
tists revealed that the Germans 
believed Galvanic electricity flow ­ 
ing along the nerves would supply 
the power impulses and that these 
could be controlled m entally, m a­ 
nipulating the leg according to the 
w ishes of the wearer. 
The 
Germans 
worked 
on 
th?* 
theory that mental intensity would 
act like a rheostat, to control th?* 
am ount of nervous electricity and 
move the leg in the manner desired, 
officials reported. 
W hile the "electrical leg'* was 


still 
In 
the 
experim ental 
stage 
when the war ended, the institute 
had com pleted work on an artifi­ 
cial hydraulic leg that depended on 
a hand-operated valve and a piston­ 
like arrangem ent in the calf, the 
command announced. 
A slight pull at the vulve allow ­ 
ed a slow knee flexion. A medium 
pull provided knee fixation and a 
strong pull permitted its extension. 
Another 
institute 
development 
was an artificial arm in which the 
hand w as moved by a m agnet and 
controlled by the stum p muscles. It 
was revealed. 


The institute was supported prin­ 
cipally by the University of Munich 
and the German Air Force. It was 
moved to a mountain retreat in 
1944 
where 
each 
scientist 
was 
given a combined laboratory and 
house of his own. 
The units were located 300 feet 
apart so the occupants could work 
undisturbed and the mountain site 
was selected because its beauty 
"lent ltaelf to new ideas.”

One Cause of Over-Weight

MANY overweight people have 
an idea that their excess pound­ 
age is due to the fact that too 
much water is retained in the 
body. In some cases this may in­ 
deed be true. 
It has been noted that just be 
fore the regular periods, some 
women gain as much as 12 pounds, 
due to temporary retention of wa­ 
ter in the tissues, water which is 
usually eliminated following the 
periods. 
According to Dr. Max A. Gold- 
sieher of New York, even larger 
amounts of water may be retained 
by people in whom the accumula­ 
tion of weight is slow and gradual. 
Cause Unknown 
Unfortunately, at th# present 
time the cause of this retention of 
water is not known. There is evi­ 
dence, however, to show that the 
functioning of the body’s system 
of ductless glands may have some­ 
thing to do with it. Under the in­ 
fluence of some of the powerful 
chemicals which the body manu­ 
factures for its own use, certain 
tissues, particularly the fat cells 
lying just under the skin, seem to 
increase their capacity to take up 
water. 
Usually, when this occurs, salt 
is abo caught and held in the tis­ 
sues. Of course, in some patients 
the source of this retained water 
is obvious. They drink larger 
amounts of fluid than the body can 
dispose of in the normal way, 
either because they eat too much 
salt or because they are always 
thirsty. 
In others, however, water reten­ 
tion cannot be explained in this 
way because they drink no more 
than average amounts of fluid. 
Regulation of Functions 
We know that the chief use of 
the secretions formed by certain 
glands is the regulation of differ- 


I ant body functions, and recent re­ 
search work indicates that several 
of them have a distinct effect on 
the way in which the body uses 
salt and water. 
For example, some of these se­ 
cretions stimulate the action of 
the kidneys and thus promote the 
expulsion of water. Thyroid ex­ 
tract seems to have this effect as 
do extracts from the 
adrenal 
gland 
located 
just 
above 
the 
kidney. 
The giving of estrogens which 
come from the ovary often causes 
water to be retained in the tissues. 
The pituitary gland located at the 
base of the brain also forms sev­ 
eral secretions which seem to af­ 
fect the amount of water in the 
body. 
The lack of secretion from the 
hack part of the gland causes ex­ 
cessive amounts of water to be 
eliminated through the kidney. A 
lack of secretion from the front 
part of the gland favors the reten­ 
tion of water in the tissues. 
Internal Secretion 
Thus, when persons ar® over­ 
weight, there is always a need for 
a careful study by a physician to 
determine if some disturbance of 
the glands of internal secretion 
may not be a factor in producing 
excess weight, through its effect 
on water retention. 
There is no evidence that drink­ 
ing water in normal amounts has 
any effect on the weight whether 
the water is taken with meals or 
between meals, unless some type 
of glandular disturbance is al­ 
ready present. 
It is true that most overweight 
persons can reduce by proper diet­ 
ing but there are some in whom 
treatment with glandular extracts 
will 
be of 
value. Hence, the 
services of a physician should be 
secured so that proper treatment 
with gland extracts may be em­ 
ployed.

guage broadcast (it m ay not even 
have been mentioned in the R us­ 
sian), said (I quote:) “a t a large 
political rally in New York City, 
the United States 
secretary

ly applauded W allace’s condem na­ 
tion of his im peralism but punc­ 
tuated his 
rem arks

USSR with cries of disapproval.’* 
T hat was all—not Mr. Rooaevelt, 
ju st Roosevelt, and not anything 
on the plan. 
W hat W allace did to intellectual 
liberal thought was chaotic. I will 
give you one example. In his fifth 
paragraph he said: “up till now 
peace has been negative and unex­ 
citing.'’ In the next breath, tw o 
paragraphs later (honest to good­ 
ness, you can look it up:) “mod­ 
ern inventions have m ade peace 
the 
m ost exciting 
thing in 
the 
world.’’ Is the peace exciting or is 
it unexciting? There you have Mr. 
W allace firm ly m aintaining both 
sides of the question, only a para­ 
graph aw ay from him self in both 
directions. 
His speech was on both sides of 
every question sim ilarly. On Trade, 
as commerce secretary, he was 
m ost interesting. A pparently he 
wanted to spend more than four 
billion dollars m ore of our money 
abroad to build up a dem and for 
our goods am ong backw ard people 
who cannot pay for them , and a t a 
tim e 
when we 
cannot even 
get 
enough production of anything for 
ourselves—indeed, his speech was 
offered during the shipping and 
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truckers strikes which had the 
Democratic m ayor pleading with 
the unions to let him get food and 
medicine supplies for the city.

hopes, and while he was able to 
get a booing audience for it in New
